Session 58: Frank or Lawrence: Who's body is it? 


Original Question by Dr. Carlisle: Frank are you there? Do you remember who you 
are? Do you remember the last experiences in the body? The topic of this session was 
to get Frank and his consciousness back into his body. Due to a very painful 
experience, Frank left his body and Lawrence, an aspect of Frank's consciousness, 
entered and tried to protect Frank from pain. 


Summary: 

Frank is the consciousness that left his body due to pain. Lawrence is an aspect 
of Frank's consciousness. Lawrence was trying to protect Frank from pain. 
However, as long as Lawrence is occupying the body, Frank cannot reenter. 
Lawrence isn't conscious, he’s an aspect of Frank’s personality/consciousness, 
therefore, the body will soon die without Frank's consciousness. 


Dr. Carlisle is the entity that is trying to help Frank go back into his body so that the 
body won't die. Dr. Carlisle is trying to get Frank back into his body. He convinces 
Frank that if he doesn't go back, his body will die. Frank agrees to go back into his 
body. 


Dr. Carlisle has to convince Lawrence to leave Frank's body or the body will die. He 
has to assure Lawrence that Frank will not feel any pain once he enters the 

body. Lawrence's dilemma is this: He doesn't want Frank to experience pain but he 
doesn't want Frank's body to die. Lawrence agrees to leave the body so Frank can re- 
enter. 


Dr. Carlisle also told Frank that, when he's in his body and fully conscious, he needs to 
talk to "Dr. Roy" who will help him adjust.
